Many of the 
members of the club have already signified their 
willingness to lease horses for this race. It is 
believed many new colors will be seen in the race 
belonging to racing enthusiasts who have never 
before seen a horse carrying their colors. 

The Rockaway Hunting Club, which holds its 
meetings at Hewletts. I-ong Island, has been obliged 
to give up its spring dates, owing to lack of lalsir 
to make alterations they deemed necessary. The 
club has applied for dates for a two-day meeting 
ill September.

NEW ORLEANS TRACKS BEING REBUILT CHEERS GREET LONG-PRICED WINNER 

Beth Fair Grounds and Jefferson Park to Be Success of Enos, Paying $186.50 for $2. Pleasing to 
Greatly Improved for Next Winter's Racing. Bowie Spectators — Kewessa Disappoints Again. 



NEW ORLEANS. La.. April 9.— Cartloads of 
oyster shells, cinders and river sand daily are lieing 
hauled into the Fair Grounds, and work has started 
on filling low sin its throughout the tract. In a few 
days, when enough material lias been hauled, tiie 
job of rebuilding the track proper will lie gone at 
thoroughly and for tiie rest of the summer tiie task 
of draining, filling and generally straightening up 
;,ie entire plant wlK be-coivtinunL 

It practically has been decided that the need 
of drainage, new stables and a rebuilt track over- 
shadows the need of a grandstand, and there, there- 
fore. will he no attempt made to erect a new stand 
this year. Workmen have been busy clearing up tiie 
wreck of the old stand destroyed by fire, and as 
soon as all the trash is moved away the steel will 
be sold and removed. 

Efforts will be devoted throughout the summer 
toward making the grounds, damaged to a great ex- 
tent by tiie fire and the building operations which 
followed, more attractive. Cartload after cartload 
of cinders will la* spread over all roads, reditching 
will raise these roads so they will be well drained, 
and sanitary conveniences will lie installed through- 
out the plant. 

Work on the new barns will not commence until 
next fall, it being useless to erect them at this tim- 
and have them stand idle, a mark for fire all 
summer long. It is planned to put up at least a 
dozen small barns and a half dozen large ones. 
Plans have been drawn and submitted and only are 
waiting to be approved. 

SUMMER WORK ON COURSE. 

The track will be well taken care of next sum- 
ner and there will be no occasion to knife it tin as 
it. was done just before the last meeting started. 
It was believed at the time that the hard, oiled 
surface which was left by automobile races several 
years ago. and which for several years was covered 
with inches of loose sand, was what held the water 
on tiie track. But after cutting up this surface it 
was learned the track developed regular sink holes 
in spots and nothing hut a long season of settling 
could remedy that. 

The suggestion has lieen made that, inasmuch as 
the finishing line will remain where it was for tiie 
meeting past, a chute lie built on the backstretch to 
lienni-t of three-quarter mile races. This probably will 
Is- done. Such a chute would lie a valuable addition 
to tiie track, as it would give sprinters a full five- 
sixteenths of a mile straightaway before they bit 
the first turn. Then, when the starting line was 
moved hack to its old place — where it was la-fore 
the fire — six and a half furlongs races' could lie put 
on occasionally to break the monotony. 

Rebuilding of tiie track will be rushed right 
through, it being necessary that the resurfacing set 
several months in advance of the return of the thor- 
oughbreds. 

Contracts for tiie rebuilding, remodeling and re- 
grading of Jefferson Park’s race track have been 
let by manager Anthony Rouprieh. Work will start 
there within the next week. 

(’are has been taken since the close of Jefferson 
Park’s soring meeting to see that no grass grew 
over the "course. Tiie entire trouble with Jefferson 
Park last year was the result of weeds and grass 
growing oil the track throughout the summer and 
leaving big holes when removed. 

Manager Rouprieh intends to see that the track 
is given as careful attention next summer as it 
would lie during a race meeting. When the grading 
contractor returns it. finished, a crew of men will 
be kept at work on it by the racing association. 



GEORGE ODOM DUE TODAY AT HAVRE 



HAVRE DE GRACE, Md„ April 9 —George Odom 
is due ;it tiie Harford Association track here from 
New York on Thursday with his Preakness candidate. 
King Plaudit, and eight or ten others, one of them 
Lieut. Uavmond Belmont’s mare Jyntee. Samuel 
C. Hildreth turned Jyntee over to Odom in New 
York in midwinter. King Plaudit is a strikingly 
handsome son of Plaudit and Wild Thistle. He was 
lame most of last year, and did not show anything 
until he got to Bowie in November. At Bowie he 
won two races, making a show of Lillian Shaw and 
Duchess Lace on a fast track, and beating Vigi- 
lante. Little Ed and Court Gallant on a slow track. 
He ran on like a natural long-distance runner. 
King Plaudit wintered at Gravesend, and lie lias not 
taken a lame step since Odom began to train him.

ETERNAL MOVES NORTH THIS WEEK 



HOT SPRINGS, Ark., April 9. — This week will 
witness flic departure for Kentucky of Eternal 
and Tiie Wanderer, J. W. McClelland’s two crack 
Derby candidates, and it is also probable that 
Mormon, which will carry the colors of Willis 
Sharpe Kilmer in the rich race, will go to the 
Blue Grass State about tiie same time. The Mc- 
Clelland horses will go direct to Churchill Downs, 
as both their owner and trainer, Kim Patterson, 
want to put tiie finishing touches oil their training 
at the track over which they will stage their 
battle on the afternoon of May 10 witli the best 
three-year-olds in America. 

Leaving here Eternal and The Wanderer will lie 
in better condition than any Derby horses that 
ever wintered at a southern track, not even ex- 
cepting Omar Khayyam, which won the Derby two 
years ago. They have both advanced to a stage 
in their training where they could go to tiie post 
!| t a moment’s notice over any kind of a route. 
Furthermore, neither lias had a day’s sickness 
since they went into winter quarters last fall and 
both have taken to their work with a vigor which 
bespeaks well of them. 

Horsemen who saw Eternal work one and one- 
quarter miles, tiie Derby distance, a few days ago 
in 2:69% gasped witli astonishment at Iiis per- 
formance. He just plodded along in an easy manner, 
always under restraint and had he lieen allowed to 
extend himself there is no telling how fast lie 
would have gone. That gallop satisfied both owner 
McClelland and trainer Patterson that the horse is 
a stayer, and this, coupled with iiis remarkable 
flight of early sliced, is sure to make him hard to 
beat. 

As was tiie case last year. Eternal gives one the 
impression that lie is sore when lie runs, hut lie 
has not a sore muscle or joint in iiis body. It is Iiis 
style of running, and when lie went to the post hot-t- 
in tin- race lie won lie looked tiie same way. Much 
comment was made upon that occasion by persons 
who had not seen Dim perform before to the effect 
that Iu- looked sore, but he soon showed that such 
was not tin- ease.

MORE ABOUT ARGENTINE RACING OLD TIME TRAINER IN HARNESS AGAIN WHITNEY STRING TO RACE IN KENTUCKY 



Crowds So Great That Limit Is Fixed — The Bota- 
fogo-Grey Fox Match. 



A letter to the Australasian describing Argentine 
racing and breeding by .1. II. Power, a Melbourne 
trainer who is in charge of a stable at Buenos 
Aires, says that money there is plentiful, and 
bloodstock prices are high. The Argentine buyers 
are the most active in England when any leading 
English stallion comes into t lie market, and they 
give prices which place horses of the first quality 
out of the reach of Australian buyers. All the 
betting there is done through the totalizator, though 
it has been frequently urged that the totalizator is 
ruinous to breders. Vet breders in the totalizator 
country of Argentina have lieen able to buy in 
England of late years horses of the quality of C.vl- 
lene. Diamond Jubilee. Polar Star. Pietermaritz- 
burg. Cragaruour, Your Majesty, Jardy and Val d’Or, 
to cite only a few. 

Mr. Power writes of Argentine crowds as follows: 

“Australian racing clubs would delight to be in 
the position of the Argentine clubs. It is never 
necessary to limit crowds on Australian courses, 
but that course was deemed prudent on the day 
when the Botafogo-Grcy Fox match was run. A 
great crowd was expected and, foreseeing trouble, 
the executive made it known through the press 
that the attendance would be limited to 25.000 
people. It was a matter of first come first served. 

"Botafogo bad been ties ten two weeks before by 
Grey Fox. One rumor had it that lie was not well; 
another that his jockey had ‘pulled’ him for a bribe 
of $20,000. Probably the first minor was nearest 
right. However, the match was made and Botafogo. 
the public idol, easily «M it. There had never 
been so much enthusiasm over a horse race in 
Buenos Aires, or such a crowd to carry it. Then’ 
was only private betting on the match, bnt millions 
of dollars were wagered on the result. Both horses 
are fine types of the thoroughbred. A paper dollar 
here is worth about, forty cents, and each ticket, 
either for a place or win is two dollars. On the 
day 757.377 tickets were sold, representing about 
$661,000. The betting on horse racing in Buenos 
Aires is terrific. There are meetings every Thurs- 
day and Sunday, and all feast days, which are 
countless. The racing is remarkably well conducted, 
and there is good accommodation, but the racing is 
anything but clean. No bookmnking is allowed and 
anyone laying the odds, or issuing betting slips in 
town at totalizator prices, is heavily fined. Ten 
per cent is deducted and a prodigious amount given 
to charity. The native hospitals have never to ask 
for funds, as they are supported entirely, or almost 
so. by the results of racing, and lotteries, which 
are openly legalized. The native hospitals are 
among the finest in the world.”

RAIN HALTS LOUISVILLE TRAINERS 



LEXINGTON, Ky., April 9. — William Bryan, who 
twenty years or so ago trained for his friend Martin 
Doyle of Paris, lias eight of Doyle’s horses in train- 
ing at the Kentucky Association track. “I hadn’t 
thought of training any more horses,” said he, 
"until Martin told me he lmd sold his farm last 
fall and asked me to help him out with these, and 
it. now looks as if there is more than one runner 
in the string.” 

Magneto heads the string, in which there are five 
of his progeny among the six two-year-olds. Magneto 
is. like many of the Star Shoots, afflicted with 
shelly hoofs, and for that reason lie was sent to 
the stud after a season on the turf. Bryan, how- 
ever. has his feet in good condition and Usds con- 
fident that lie will win with him. Magneto is in 
the pink of Ixidily condition, lie is sixteen hands 
high and weighs 1.200 ihhiiuIs. Two of his sons. 
Rrogtown, J. ('. Milam’s Kentucky Derby candidate, 
and Dariiav. a four-year-old in Charles T. Worth- 
ington's string, are showing well in their gallo|>s 
here. 

The speediest of the Magneto two year-olds in 
tiie Doyle barn is tiie chestnut filly (they are all 
chestnuts), dam Margaret Roche. This filly lias 
heen three-eighths in 31!%. The son of Mary Ualn- 
hnn is a racy looking individual and should make 
good. Mary Galatian is by Handsel — Mamie Doyle 
(dam of old Honesty, winner of $22,256), by Sir 
Dixon. 

Another colt, is a son of Mattie Glenn (half- 
sister to the winners Martin Doyle and Winifred 
D. I, by Orlando. Then there is a colt, dam Mar- 
guerite Doyle, by St. Maxim, and a gelding, dam 
May Elliott, by Margrave. The other two-year-old 
is a toppy looking bay filly by Dick Finnell — Miss 
Thompson. The remaining member of the string 
is the four-year-old bay gelding Thistle’s Beau. 

Maidens from two to ten years old is the stable’s 
present claim to distinction, but trainer Bryan is 
willing to stake bis reputation as a successful 
farmer that it will be otherwise when the 1919 
raeing season is .ended. 



WALDEN HORSES AT HAVRE DE GRACE 



BALTIMORE. Md.. April 9.— Robert J. Walden, 
who wintered ids horses at Bowling Brook Farm, 
will arrive at Havre de Grace this week witli a 
string of ten. several of them Maryland-bred two- 
year-olds by Transvaal, which will bear tiie silks of 
Alfred Hennen Morris of New York, Mr. Walden’s 
racing and breeding partner. In the Walden string 
is the three-year-old Translate, a son of Transvaal, 
which is being pointed for tiie Preakness. Translate 
ran a splendid race in the Walden at Pimlico last 
fall. Practically left at the jnist lie raced entirely 
around his opponents oil the two last turns to bring 
up fourth, beaten no more than two lengths by 
War Pennant, the winner. 



HOT SPRINGS. Ark.. April 9.— One of the big 
stables here which has numerous stake engage- 
ments in Kentucky and which will leave for that 
state within a few days is that of Harry Payne 
Whitney, in charge of trainer Mose Goldblatt. In 
previous years the Whitney colors have only been 
seen in Kentucky upon special occasions, such as 
the Kentucky and Latonia Derby*, lint this year 
thev will be seen often. Trainer Goldblatt has all 
two- year-olds for Mr. Whitney and the Greentree 
Stable, owned by Mrs. I’ayne Whitney, and they 
are a rare collection. While several of them have 
raced during the winter, including the two best — - 
Red Red Rose and Zone d'Arinee — lie has a number 
of other good ones which lie is saving for the Blue 
Grass Slate raeing. 

The Whitney stable's Kentucky Derby candidate. 
Blue I .addle, will in all probability be sent to Louis- 
ville to join the string in charge of Goldblatt, 
in the event that trainer Jimmy Rowe elects to send 
him to tiie post in the rieli race. Tiie late jockey 
Frank Robinson had his heart set on riding Blue 
Isiddie in the Derby, and he was mighty sweet on 
his chances to win. To the writer at New Orleans 
last winter Robinson confided that when it comes 
to going over tiie Derby route Blue Laddie will 
show all of the three-year-olds a trick or two. and 
he said that it looked like he was going to finally 
get a chance lo ride a Kentucky Derby winner. 



McLEAN HORSES ARRIVE AT THE DOWNS 



LOUISVILLE, Ky., April 9. — Edward Real Mc- 
Lean's Kentucky and Latouia Derby eligible. Uncle 
White, together witli nine other horses belonging 
to the Cincinnati and Washington newspaper pub- 
lisher. arrived at Churchill Downs from winter 
quarters at Henning, and to all appearances all are 
in fine condition. Trainer John F. Schorr reported 
that Uncle White did not have a day’s sickness 
all winter and that lie was much gratified over the 
improvement he has shown since last fall. If he 
continues to improve lie will undoubtedly be a 
starter in the Derby, trainer Schorr said. Uncle 
White is a chestnut colt, hy Uncle — Busy I^iss, and 
was bred by H. P. Headley. Mr. McLean bought 
the colt as a yearling for a good amount of money. 
Last year tiie colt started six times and won on 
two occasions. His earnings amounted to $1,375. 

The other horses in the McLean string include 
the old sprinter Leochares, which, upon his arivul 
hero, never looked better; the four-year-old The 
Porter. Bon Jour. Sandman II,, Japhet. Banknote 
and three two-year-olds. Bon Jour is the stable’s 
candidate for till’ Kentucky Oaks. Harry Lunsford, 
the stable’s contract rider, who lias been siiending 
several weeks at. his home in Covington, reported 
to trainer Schorr, and is now engaged galloping 
the stable’s horses. 



LOUISVILLE, Ky., April 9. — Heavy showers early 
yesterday morning rendered both Churchill Downs 
and Douglas Park tracks muddy and in consequence 
t lien- was a noticeable letup in training operations. 
This was a distinct disappointment to many train- 
ers who had planned to set their charges down 
for some ambitious gallops. These will have to be 
deferred, but not for long, as both courses dry out 
remarkably fast and will be again in splendid con- 
dition shortly provided no more rain falls. 

With the inauguration of the Kentucky spring 
racing season at the Lexington track but a fort- 
night away, trainers who intend taking part in that 
meeting are anxious to have their charges in first- 
class raeing condition, and at the rate they have 
been going it is safe to assume that all of the 
horses will be fit when the time arrives for their 
transfer. 

The stables that will go from the local tracks 
to Lexington this spring will • outnumber those of 
former years, inasmuch as practically all of the 
owners have signified their intention of sending all 
or part of their establishments to the blue grass 
track. Their transfer will begin next Saturday, 
when portions of tiie stables of F. .1. Kelley and 
O. A. Blanch! will go forward. These will be 
shortly followed by the stables of George J. Ixmg. 
B. J. Brannon, Wuldeck Stable, Pastime Stable, 
J oe I'mensetter, Williams Bros., Jefferson Living- 
ston. .1. W. Schorr, Jim Everman. C. E. Rowe, W. 
F. Poison, W. F. Knetielkamp, "Tex” Foreman, J. 
S. Ward. U. C. Van Meter, .1. L. Paul, Dau Lehau. 
R. P Brooks and A. L. Rogers. 

Among the locally trained Kentucky Derby nomi- 
nees that will make tlieir three -year -old debut at 
Lexington will be Seniiings Park, Clermont, St. Ber- 
nard. Linden. Major Parke. Jago, Iwiniwin,' Pas- 
toureau, Texas Special. Cerinus, Bugle fall. Allah. 
Truant and Bvng. all of which will be given a 
race or two to test tlieir merits and determine 
whether they are worthy to'elasli witli the stars 
that are almost sure to face the barrier in the 
Derby.

ELK IN THE UNITED STATES 

There are probably about 7(1. (Kill elk in the United 
States. The largest herds are in the Yellowstone 
National Park and the surrounding National forests. 
Other important bauds are tiie Sun River herds of 
some 2,51 K 1 elk in the Lewis and Clark National 
Forest of Montana; the Olympic herds of Roose- 
velt elk. comprising some 7.IHKI head, in the Olympic 
National Forest of Washington; 1,750 in the White 
River; 800 in the Battlement and 500 in the 
Gunnison National Forests, Colorado; 200 in the 
Boise National Forest, Idaho, and tin* small herds 
of the Selway and Clearwater National Forests, 
Idaho, aggregating a total of about 13.500 animals. 
In addition, small native herds, or herds built lqi 
by restocking and aggregating each from 25 to 500 
animals, are found in many other National forests 
and parks, such as the Colorado, I'ike, Durango. 
Leadville, Sojiris, Rio Grande, Coohotopa. Routt 
and Arapaho, in Colorado; the Black Hills, in 
South Dakota; the Big Horn, Shoshone, Bridger, 
Washakie, Medicine Bow and Wyoming, in Wyo- 
ming; the Mt. Pisgali. in North Carolina; the Cache, 
Caribou. Challis, Idaho, Minnidoka, Peyetto, Sal- 
mon, Sawtooth, Targee and Weiser, in Idaho; the 
Fisli Lake, in Utah; the Wallowa and Rainier, in 
Washington; the Oregon, Siskiyou, and Suislaw in 
Oregon; the Sitgreaves, in Arizona; the Wichita, in 
Oklahoma, and elsewhere. In addition there are a 
number of small private herds on large estates, 
including several in the east. 



THE AMERICAN MALLARD DUCK 

The mallard is probably the most abundant wild 
duck in the world, and it is scientifically tagged 
anas platyrhynelia, and its range covers the entire 
northern portion of the earth. Various races have 
claimed it and it has received such names as Eng- 
lish duck and canard francais or French duck. 
Other common names are wild duck, greenlieail, 
gray mallard and stone duck. This last name refers 
to the fact that the mallard is the source of most 
of the breeds of domesticated ducks. 

Over seventy-five per cent of tiie food of the 
mallard duck is vegetable, such as the sedges, 
grasses such as smartweed, pomiweed, duckweed, 
cooatuil, wild celery and liackberries. The animal 
food consists mostly of insects, crustaceans and 
mollusks.

Germany, Fred James, official 
correspondent with the Canadian Corps, says: 

"Venison is becoming quite a common item on 
the menu of some of the Canadian units in the 
vicinity of the front line east of the Rhine, for 
d»-er are plentiful in the pine forests that stretch 
across (lie semicircular area our troops are occu- 
pying. 

It was in those forests the ex-kaiser often went 
to shoot deer in the autumn and winter, and occa- 
sioually visited the ueiglitiorliood in the summer 
months to enjoy trout fishing in the fresh water 
streams that flow through the valleys between the 
pine-clad hills.

The state fish hatchery at Pratt. Kansas, com- 
prises ninety ponds covering nearly eighty acres of 
ground. About a half million fish are taken from 
the haLliery every year and put into streams and 
Isolds over the state. Thousands are sold to the 
f eilern 1 government, to other states for stocking 
purposes. The feed bill for this great number of 
fish is enormous. Even then only the cheapest feed 
is purchased. It is impossible to grow fish in so 
many ponds without artificial feeding. Thousands 
of gold fish and minnows are hatched to feed the 
black bass; tons of stale bread are fed to the cat- 
fish and bluegills; and the men spend many hours 
catching hugs and grasshoppers- for the erappie. 
which also eat cracked corn. Many hundreds of 
pounds of meat are also fed to the fish. So. all 
told, the feeding expense is quite an item. Or it 
was until W. C. Tegmeir. fish and game warden, 
evolved a scheme whereby he intends to ent this 
expense to next to nothing during the summer. 

llis idea as it is being used at present consists of 
simply hanging a lighted lantern over each pond at 
night during tin* summer and fall months. Every- 
one knows how light will attract insects. Mr. 
Tegmeir found that most of the insects that circle 
the light of the lanterns drop into the water, where 
they fall an easy prey to the hundreds of fish one 
may see waiting below. 

Night is the natural time for fish to eat. and 
insec ts are their natural food. The fish en# their 
fill and still leave an amply supply on the water 
for an early morning meal. 

After it few nights’ feeding liy lantern light, the 
warden noticed that the artificial feed thrown to 
the fisii was left uneaten. The fisli now gather 
every evening to await the lighting of the lan- 
terns. For tiie coming season the warden plans to 
install a small electric light plant and to hang 
electric bulbs at intervals over each pond. In this 
way the feed bill will l»e reduced to next to noth- 
ing compared with previous seasons. There should 
also be a better and healthier class of fish pro- 
duced as a result of their eating more of their 
natural food.

SILLY SPORTSMANSHIP OF EX-KAISER 



Rocking-chair Hunting and Slaughter by the Deposed 
Tyrant of Germany. 



For many years the ex-kaiser of Germany was 
the self -constituted patron of sport in Europe anil 
held himself as a mighty hunter before the Lord, 
says R. A. Wilson in the Nashville. Tonu., Banner. 
Of course, as in all his activities, hi 1 was a hunter 
uf divine appointment, and wore the mantle of 
Nimrod, son of Cash, with characteristic ostenta- 
tion. Here is the way lie maintained his reputation 
as a sportsman: 

He had large game preserves, anil to these he 
wi nt in the shooting season witli an army or 
attendants and game beaters. Seated in a revolving 
eliair, the semi -domesticated game was driven up 
to his gun. and with little effort and no skill he 
reveled in tile slaughter of tile confiding creatures. 
This was the Ilolitnzollerii idea of sport, tint it 
served the puriMise of the arch -egotist of the age. 
for it was sent on that, with the exercise of great 
skill, lie hud killed several head of game in one 
day. and many people believed it. 

In tiie big mail-hunt that lias ended so ingloriously 
ai.d disastrously for Wilhelm, lie showed tin* same 
lack of sportsmanship and the same lust for killing 
which characterized his ruthless game drives in the 
field. Fair play received no consideration, and all 
the rules anil precedents of such hunts were treated 
as mere “scraps of pa|»er.” In his biggest and last 
hunt lie employed all the hideous and diabolical 
devices for slaughter that the genius of li is people 
could contrive, and left a trail of blood, desolation 
and death wherever his pitiless army of game- 
beaters went. 

That’s the kind of sportsman William Ilohenzol- 
lern is. but it is a sort that does not appeal to tiie 
people of France and Belgium. No doubt there are 
many of them who will agree with Douglas Jerrold, 
who said: “The ugliest trades have their moments 

of pleasure. Now, if 1 were a gravedigger, or even 
a hangman, there are some people I could work for 
with a great deal of enjoyment.” 



The tarpon is scientifically classified as Megalops 
ntalantims. a name much less Interesting to most 
anglers than tin* several local names by which this 
famous game fish is designated, such as tarpum. 
grnndaeoy. silver fish, sabol. sa vanilla, jewfiih and 
silver king. In appearance the tarpon resembles 
that of the big-eyed herring, having the same 
elongated form. It is reported that this species 
attains a length of eight and a half feet anil a 
weight of 400 pounds, but fishing records show a 
much less weight than this. A 240-pound fish is 
the largest credited to the rod, anil 200- pound fish 
are now anil then caught, hut even tills weight is 
considered uncommon. Tiie average will probably be 
in the neighborhood of some eighty pounds. Small 
fish arc caught on the hook and a fifteen or twenty - 
five-pound tarpon will, on suitable tackle, put lip 
a fight in no way inferior to that of the liveliest 
salmon or brook trout. 

Until 1884 the tarpon was only occasionally killed 
with the harpoon, or hut seldom taken hy accident 
when trolling for bluefish or mackerel with a large 
jig or spoon. William Hood caught tin* first 
Florida tarpon on hook and lino and it is to his 
close observations that we owe much of our knowl- 
edge of the habits of this great game fish. While 
many of the tarpon’s habits are yet unknown, it is 
unquestionably a warm-water fish, and no doubt 
lingers in the vicinity of the Florida keys through- 
out tiie year. In the early spring months the tarpon 
appear at Fort Myers, Punta Gorila and I*nntu 
Rassa and. working up the Gulf coast, they are 
found in large numbers in the witters of St! An- 
drew’s Bay and other hays and headwaters of rivers 
going into the Gulf of Mexico, t'lilike most fishes 
which bite better on the incoming or flood tide, the 
tarpon teems to be less influenced by the tide, often 
biting freely upon the ebb or slack water. 
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
